THE INSIDE CAUSE.

© recalied the speeches in opposition to the 
force bill of 1875, made by Sendtors George F. 
Hoar and J. R. Hawley, then representatives 
in the house. Among those then voting 
against the force bill, Mr. Stewart recalled 
Foster, Garfield, William Walter Pheips, 
Kasson and Kellogg. General Hawley, he 
Said, was very strenuous in his opposition, de- 
Claring that there could be no genuine protec- 
tion in the sonth under legislative enactment. 

Referring to Mr. Hoar’s speech of !ast ses- 
sion, in which he stated that no military force 
would be used in the execution of the bill un- 
der consideration, Mr. Stewart said that if this 
view of the case be correct, the pending bill 
should be defeated. If the law was 
to be acdead letter upon the statute books, 
what could it effect? It could. no 
more be enforced by tho courts and juries than 
laws already upon the statute book could be, 
which if they could be enforced, would be 
ample for the suppression of all the frauds 
complained of. Thu etfect of the bill, in his 
opinion, would be to cause even still bitterer 
race hatreds. He suggested that the petitoners 
required under it would become marked inen, 
as would also the supervisors, and from the 
reports of investigating comuuittees and ali the 
knowledge obtained during the past twenty 
years, it was plain what their fate would bo, 
unless congress was disposed to proceed to 
remedy the evil under constitution (that of 
denying representation on account of exclusion 
from or obstacles to exercise of franchise). 
The only remedy that existed was in the en- 
forcement of laws already on the statute books 
and in the assurance that no pressure from the 
outside wou!d be exercised. 

In his judgment he solid south was main- 
tained by reason of its leaders use of the cry 
that it was intended on the part of those who 
controlied the general governuient Lo interfere 
with their loca! affairs. The moment such a 
cry was effectually proven to be without foun- 
dation it could not any longer bo kept solid. 
The sectional party there would divide into 
factions. It had already begun to disintegrate. 
That disintegration must necessarily bring 
about protection to the negro’s vote. The or- 
ganization, now irresistible in some states in 
suppressing that vote, would be among the 
earliest to bid for its power when they found it 


4 necessary for their own existence. The colored 


man needed education. The white man down 
south needed the same. TIfan oligarchy ex- 
isted in any of thoge states it was the duty of 
the United States government to suppress it 
under the constitution. 

The general government was required to 
maintain republican forms of government in 
each of the statesof the union. If such astate 
of things did not exist then force could not be 
justified This country was governed 7 public 
sentiment. Public sentiment would not 
tolerate sucha state of affairs. The general 
opinion of the land wasin favor of giving all 
legal opporiunities tothecolored mai. In the 
north thatopinion was growing keener and nore 
active. Such public opinion would be more 
potential as time went on. If the senate passed 
the bill, it should be executed. If the senate 
did not intend to onforce it, he asked the 
senate in the name of. humanity, not to pass it. 
If it were passed, the white mar would be 
still further consolidated, and the trained 
power and organization of the iate confederate 
states wouid be brought to insure the destruc- 
tion of the colored raceinthe south.

THE FINANCIAL BILL. 


The Committee Will Report It, but They Are 
Apart on Some Propositions. 


WASHINGTON, December 19.—The finance 
committee of the senate has agreed to report 
the financial bill introduced yesterday by 
Senator Sherman. The only amendments 
made by the committee are said to be in 
phraseology. The chairman of the finance 
committee, Senator Morrill, was opposed to 
some of the propasitions contained in the bill 
and with Senator Sherman, reserved the right 
to vote for the restoration of the 2 percent 
bond clause when the bill is considered in the 
senate. 

Senator Hiscock reserved the right to vote 
against that part of the proposition relative to 
supplving the deficiency in the national bank 
circulation, which proposes to authorize the 
issue of original troasury notes therefor if 
silver bullion cannot be purchased. 

Mr. Aldrich reserved the right to advocate

SEVERAL MURDERERS DANGILED 
YESTERDAY 


IN EXPIATION OF BRUTAL CRIMES. 


Hanging of Mongen at Mount Pleasant, 8. C.

The preparations were 
completed, and he was told to bid good-bye to 
the colored minister, which he did. His neck 
Was broken and he died almost instantly. He 
had no relatives but an aged father, who took 
luis body.

Gets One Thousand Dollars of the Reward 
Offered. 


BirMINGHAM, Ala., December 19.—[Special.] 
A partial payment and settlement of the re- 
ward offered for the late train robber, Rube 
Burrows, was made today. J. D. Carter, the 
man who killed Burrows, met the oificers of 
the Southern Express Company in this city, to 
arrange a settlement of the reward. The 
amount offered by the express company and 
three railroad companies jointly was $2,500. 
Of this amount Carter was paid $1,000, and 
the express Officials will consult John 
McDutiie, who assisted in the capture of 
Burrows, before they pay the balance. ‘The 
United States government’s reward of $1,000 
and the various state rewards have not been 
paid. J.D. Carter, who killed Burrows, is a 
cripple for life from the effects of the wound 
he received during the fight. His left arm is 
paralyzed.

Complaints 
of slow collections have rarely Leen more general, 
and in many cases settlements can only be 
made with notes or renewals. Butin all quarters 
there ts. a hope. that, after January Ist, things 
may improve inthis respect, if legislative pros- 
pects do not meanwhile causé a greater shrinkage 
of credits and acurtailinent of purchases. 

Foreign infinences are not now disturbing. 
Large amounts of gold are arriving, though the 
exchange has now so advanced as to prevent 
shipments, having risen 2 cents this week, and 
the Bank of England lost $5,270,000in gold witn- 
out changing its rate. 

Exports of products for the two weeks of De- 
cember, from New York, show a gain, of 8 per 
cent over last year, andthe total last December 
was hardly ever surpassed. : 

fhough imports continue heavy, they are 
greatly exeeeded bv exports at present, and in 
Noveniber :ore than $20,000,000, althongh in that 
month the exports of cotton, breadstaffa, pro- 
visions, cattle and cil showed a decrease of 35,- 
033,744, or 7 per cent from last year. ‘The exports 
of cotton thus far this month execed last rear’, 
and also of provisions, but there isa heavy de- 
crease in grain caused by speculative prices here. 
Foreign trading in securities does not favor this 
country, partly because of apprehended legisia- 
tion on the money question and partly because 
the new agreement of the western 
railronds° is supposed to be incomplete, 
though excellent reduits are expected if it can be 
perfected. Thus the stock market, though a shade 
stronger, has been dull and lacks confidence. 

Traue at the south is fair at imost points report- 
ing, considered healthy at New Orleans, with 
larger cotton receipts; dullat Memphis, but more 
confident at Little Mock, slightly improved at 
Montgomery, and good at Nashville; less confi- 
dent at Jacksonville, and at @tlanta accumula- 
tions of cotton are large. Money is vesy close at 
all points. At Chicago money is firm, but the 
reguiar business is supplied. Pittsburg reports 
wore confidence ; trade in manufactured iron and 
in glass is slower and Bessemer blooms lower. 

Eastern cities feel the effects of expected legis- 
lation and recent fteaiure, but also of present 
monetary relief. At Boston wool selis more largely, 
and also leather. Though money is easier at Phil- 
adelphia, a noteworthy iailure is the general dif- 
ficuity of collections, especially in iron, paints, 
oils, jewelry and glass. The anthracite coal 
trade is demoralized. Iron shows no improve- 
ment at Philadelphia or here, and saies are re- 
ported at $16.75 for northen No. 1, and $16.50 for 
southern, $27 for rails and 1.8 cents for bar.

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‘THE HALL TRIAL. 


4 CASE OF UNENDING SENSATION 
AND SURPRISE. 


The Prosecution Continues to Bring Ont 
Startling Testimony in Regard to 
Hall's Doings iu Bodge. 


Macon, Ga., December 19.—[Special.j— 
Another day of the conspiracy trial has drawn 
to a close and with still more damaging evi- 
dence against the defendants. Indeed it 
seems that the prosecution has an unlimited 
amount of proof of the guilt of these men, and 
will show beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
they were ail implicated in the horrible assas- 
sination. 

Witness Bohannon was put on thestand this 
morning. The defense objected to his testi- 
mony on the ground that it was hearsay. 

Judge Speer overruled the objection and 
the exanination went ahead. 

Said Bobannon: 

“Burch came to me much excited. He 
asked if I was not afraid of the Dodges. I an- 
swered no. Hesaid the Dodges had offered $10,- 
000 for the capture of the murderer of Captain 
Forsyth, and had the Pinkerton men working 
on the case, and these men, he said, were 
right in the vicinity. He said Wright Lancaster 
had played the mischief by riding with Hall 
from Eastman to Millen.”’ 

The witness went with Moore to Bullard’s 
mill to buy the owner out. On their way 
Moore told the witness that Renan was not 
the man who killed Forsyth, bat to let the 
public think so. He said Moore told him 
that Lowrey and Clements did the killing; 
that they stayed at Burch’s house for several 
days before and after the killing; that the 
Lancasters, Moore and Burch were interested 
in the murder; that they were in almost daily 
consultation before and after the killing; 
that Lowrey said that the _ killing 
“was but a breakfast for  him;”’ 
that they said they were going to clean out 
the Dodges. 

The witness stated further that he then 
watched his partner, Wright Lancaster, and 
after some time remarked that it looked well 
for them since the Dodges were being treated 
so badly. Lancaster replied that it did look 
well for them. 

He then went to Mr. Overby, Dodge’s agent, 
and told him that he knew all the facts about 
the killing, and if Dodge would buy him out, 
he would tell ail he knew. Mr. Overby refused 
to buy, and after consultation with Mr. Hillin 
Macon again refused, but said he did not think 
the Dodges would let him have anything if 
he did buy. 

In the course of the examination the wit- 
ness produced a letter, although it was not put 
in evidence, which is presumed to have been 
of an intimidating character. This letter was 
one of a series he had received, using threats 


against him. 

After the examination of this witness court 

adjourned until this afternoon. 
CLEMENTS'S STATEMENT. 

Upon the convening of court, Bohannon 
was again put on the stand and went through 
a rigid cross-oxamination. He reiterated 
what he had said at the morning session. His 
testimony is considered of great weight against 
the conspirators. But the worst was yet to 
come. his was the statement made by 
Clements, while in jail, a short time ago. 

The defense objected to this testimony 
for two reasons. It was to be read by the 
stenographer who took it down atthe time, 
and this was plainly hearsay. 

Then the testimony piluded only to what 
had been told Clements” by Burch—that is, as 
farasall the defendants were concerned ex- 
cept Clements himself, and this, also, was 
hearsay. 

Judge Speer said he would hear the state- 
ment, though it might be found necessary to 
rule out certain portions of it. 

Mr. Richter, the stenographer, then took the 
stand and read from a copy which he made the 
statement made by Cleinents af thé jail. 

In it Clements.teld how he had 
been approached by Burch, who asked 
him to join in the work. He re- 
fused at first, but was told that he could 
make $300thereby, and, at the same time, 
prevent being taken by those parties who 
wanted him on an old charge. Clements says 
he went to Burch’s house and stayed some 
time, He met Lowrey at the begining of the 
plot. Lowrey was to do the work, but 
«id not so state in plain language until later. 
He afterwards told Clements thathe was 
going to help Burch do the work. 

Burch and Lowrey, he says, wen. often to 
Normandale together. He never went with 
them. About two weeks afterhe went to 
Burch’s house, the time was selected for the 
work. He and Clements left together and 
went to the house of Captain Forsyth. He 
(Clements) did not go all the way, but 
waited for’ Lowery. After a while 
Lowrey returned, and told him he 
had finished’ the job. Lowrey then 
told him to take off his shoes, which he did, 
Lowrey doing likewise. They put turpentine 
on their feet, and then went back to Burch’s 
by @ somewhat circuitous route. They re- 
mained at Burch’s house that night. 

At this juncture, the hour of adjournment 
having arrived, the reading of the balance of 
the statement was postponed until morning. 

The balance of the statement isin the same 
line as that already. told. 

In his statement, Clements said that 
Burch told him Hall was into it for $225, and 
that both the Lancasters were interested. He 
claims that he was threatened into doing what 
he did. The reading of Clein- 
ents’s statement: hardly left a 
doubt on the minds of those present in the 
courtroom, if, indeed, there had ever been a 
doubt,»that the dark tale of conspiracy and 
murder already toid, is true in every respect. 

The case grows more and more sensational. 
aud proof is fastening its fangs closer and 
closer about the accused.

IN SAVANNAH. 
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He Brings the City Through with a Cash 
Surplus of $115,000-—The Splendid 
Condition of the City Treasury. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 19.—[Special.]— 
The city of Savannah will end the present 
year in a magnificent financial shape. 

The cash in the treasury will be about $115,- 
000. 
Of this $80,000 came from the ground rent 
lot holders, but the other $35,000 will be the 
amount saved from the revenue. 

There is now in the treasury a cash balance 
of $117,000. Of this nearly $40,000 is what has 
been saved” from the reguiarincome. With 
this large unexpended sum, a large and im- 
portant improvement will be undertaken. 

By the end of next year the city counts op 
having another heavy surplus from the ground 
rent lots. There is still unpaid $400,000 on 
those lots, and some of it will come in before 
the suit is ended, the aldermen calculate. 
Then there is $40,000 still tied up in the Lib- 
erty street asphalt paving case. All of that 
sum is considered as assets, but is not counted 
in the $115,000 surplus, which the city will 
begin the new year with.

The Legislatures of the Different States to 
Be Asked for Appropriations. 
ASHEVILLE, N. C., December 19.—[Special. ] 


‘The immigration convention reassembled in 


the Grand opera house at 3:30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. A resolution was introduced 
by E. B. Vandeman, of Florida, tothe effect 
that it be emphatically understood that the 
convention must and will avoid all questions

New England, the great advantages of climate 
and soil and market offered by the southern 
states.

*ginia, to establish a journal to be the organ of 
the south, for the purpose of proclaiming “i 


advantages to the world, with the genera 
manager as editor and the executive commit- 
tee associates, was referred to the executive 
comunittee. 

The resolution of W. H. Malone, of Ashe- 
ville, to request congress to provide by law 
that our consuls at the different posts abroad 
be empowered to enquire into the healthy con- 
dition of all immigrants to the United States, 
their charactcr and habits 


received into this country, was adopted. 
THE CHICAGO FAIR. , 

The committee on the world’s Columbian 
exposition elected W.S. Primrose, of Raleigh, 
chairman, who read his report, recommending 
the importance and necessity of a liberal ap- 
propriation for the purpose of making such a 
display as would tend to attract immigrants 
to the southern states. 

The convention adjourned, and reassembled 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning. ie following 
were some of the resolutions offered today: 

A resolution was to the effect that the con- 


' vention appoint a committee of one delegate 


from each state represented to memorialize 
the governors of their states to recommend to 
the legislature that $10,000 annually be appro- 
priated for the work of the immigration bu- 
reau, and that the executive committee ap- 
point etticient agents to visit foreign countries 
to invite immigration to the south, and to 
furnish,them with descriptive literature. 
THE LEGISLATIVE REPORT. 

The report of the committee on legislation 
was asffoliows: 

We recognize the necessity of unity of action by 
the southern states here represented, and that it 
can be accomplished by a conservative systein of 
legislation. Ther:fore, you are requested to pro- 
vide by law for the appointinent and maintenance 
of a commissioner of immigration, whose 
duty it shail be to form a board of 
southern iminigration to co-operate 
with the southern immigration bureau, in urging 
and promoting the great gause of southern immi- 

ration and upholding our common soutitland. 
hat the executive committee present to the leg- 
islatures suitable bilis to carry the recommend i- 
tion into eff.ct, and urge the passage of such 
measure; that the general manager, aided by the 
executive committee, be requested to draft a con- 


stitution and bylaws fur the permanent govern-. 


ment of this body, and they report at the next 
convention. That the general manager and com- 
mittee issue a periodical as the gen ral 
official organ, the bureau to be under their con- 
trol, but the character and expediency of the 
same and the frequency of publication to ve dis- 
cretionary with the said manager and commit- 
tees. 

TLe report was adopted. Reports from the 
committees on fish and oysters, ;jmanufacturers’ 
imports and exports, exhibit by train of cars, 
foreign and domestic immigration and miner- 
als, were submitted and adopted. 

The debate on the place of next meeting 
was discussed at great length, and finally re- 
ferred to the executive cominittee for action.

District Attorney Darnell Has a Word to 
Say About Them. 

The United States grand jury was given a 
rest Thursday, after having been in continuous 
session since October Ist. 

In that time they have investigated and 
passed upon over 300 bills of indictment, ‘and 
have returned in court nearly 200 true bills. 

District Attorney Darnell says that in his 
many years experience in conducting prosecu- 
tions, he bas never had the co-operation of a 
grand jury so thoroughly competent as the 
present one. They have conducted all their 
work without the slightest bias or preju- 
dice, and have shown such an_ earnest- 
ness and thoroughness in their investigations 
as has been seldom equaled. 

The jury is composed of the best men to be 
found in the city of Atlanta and the surround- 
ing country.

The Windom-Sherman Scheme. 

As we suggested yesterday, it is more than 
probable the republican senators who profess 
to be in favor of the free coinage of silver 
have been led into the Windom-Sherman 
financial scheme with their eyes wide open.

The 
government can no more fix or regulate the 
price of silver bullion by purchasigg it than 
it can regulate the price of any other com- 
modity. The only sane method of dealing 
with the silver question is to remonetize the 
white metal, and this can only be done by 
fré coinage, which carries with it the seal 

and fiat of the government, 

But, meanwhile, what are the democrats 
going todo?

THE POLICE ARE AFTER THE 
MARKHAM HOUSE ROBBERS. 


One of the Men Suspected Arrested in Cobb 
County Yesterday—To Be Brought to 
Atlanta for Identification. 


Chief Connolly and the detectives are fully 
satisfied that the Markham house robbery wa 
a genuine affair. 

In fact they believe they have one of the 
guilty parties: 

He was captured Thursday night in Cobb 
county, and will be brought to Atlanta this 
morning for identification. 

Mayor Glover, of Marietta, came to Atlanta 
yesterday morning and reported the arrest of 
a man in Cobb tounty, who acted very suspi- 
ciously and who filled the description of one 
of the men described by Treasurer Murdock. 

And the other man has been spotted. 

The police are working valiantly to catch 
the daring robbers, and if the man to be 
brought to Atlanta this morning to be identi- 
fied does not prove to be one of them, it 1s 
only a question of time when the right ones 
will be caught. . 

Atlanta’s police department can’t be downed. 

SPOTTING SUSPECTS. 

For several days detectives have been gath- 
ering evidence against the men suspected of 
the robbery. 

There was a difference of opinion as to the 
theory of the affair at first, but now the officers 
are satisfied that the suspicion thrown on Mr. 
Murdock by thecircumstances, has been un- 
just to him. 

Chief Connolly and his men believe they 
are on the right scent and are determined to 
bring to justice the perpetrators of the most 
daring robbery ever committed in Atlanta. 

Investigation has shown that the men chose 
a very opportune time for their work, and the 
statement of Mr. Murdock shows the plausi- 
bility of such a robbery. 

THE MAN UNDER ARREST. 

The man who isto be brought to Atlanta 
this morning was arrested first Thursday at 
Woodstock station in Cobb county. 

His arrest was caused by a merchant of that 
place, who had read the description of the 
robbers given by Mr. Murdock in THE Con- 
STITUTION. 

The man’s actions were suspicious, and he had 
on him a pair of brass knucks, but he gave 
such an account of himself that he was _ subse- 
quently released. Yesterday, however, Mayor 
Glover, of Marietta, to whose attention the 
man had been brought, decided there was 
enough to warrant a further investigation. 

He and two other gentlemen who had seen 
the man, came to Atlanta yesterday morning 
to have a consultation with Chief Connolly 
and Mr. Murdock. 

After seeing Mr. Murdock, and getting from 
him a more minute description of the robbers, 
Mayor Glover was more than ever convinced 
that the man arrested at Woodstock Thursday 
was one of the Markham house robbers. 

Accordingly they went back to Marietta to 
re-arrest the man, in doing which they antici- 
pated no trouble, as he was under surveilance. 

Mayor Glover was to have the man brought 
to Atlanta for identification last night, or this 
morning. 

He did not come last night, and Chief Con- 
noily says he will be here this morning. 

Mr. Murdock says he could identify the men 
anywhere. 

The police have their eyes on another man 
whom they think is the other robber described 
by Mr. Murdock. 

MR. MURDOCK TALKS. 

Mr. Murdock will leave for Chicago this 
morning at 11 o’clock. 

Last night he said to a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter: 

“I would like to have you correct the er- 
roneous impression that has gone out about 
this affair. I don’t want to leave here with 
any such unjust suspicion resting on me, and 
further, I do not intend to rest a moment 
until the men who s50_ villainously 
assaulted and robbed me are brought to justice. 
I have done all I was able to do so far, but 
owing to my feeble condition, I could not get 
about much. 

“In the afternogy paper I noticed statements 
which do me grave injustice. I will have to 
stand the loss of the money, not the company, 
and so far as_ this thing being a 
blind. to shield the company or 
getting around meéting onr expenses, 
that is all nonsense. Why, we've been mak- 
ing money right along, and only in Savannah 
we declared a good dividend. Then again, do 
you think I’d put myself up to be mashed like 
this, to keep a company that I have no inter- 
est in from paying a week’s salary roll? Not 
much. 

AN EASY ROBBERY TO COMMIT. 

“They say it is impossible for two men to get 
into a hotel and commit such a robbery as 
this. Why, it is one of the easiest things in 
the world. A dozen people could comein this 
or any other hotel, go to any room and 
do what they pleased, aimost, 
and then get out again without anybody know- 
ing they had been in the building. 

‘‘And as to the table not being turned over 
and no marks of a struggle in the room, any- 
body, the police and Mr. Scoville, will tell vou 
that the table was turned over, a chair broken, 
and the wost decided indication of thestruggle 
that took place. Those who heard me,say I did 
not cry outfor help, but uttered a sort of 
Spasmodic scream. You see one man had me 
by the throat, and the other was beating me 
over the head, until, between choking and 
beating, 1 became unconscious.’”’ 


LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


As to the Branch Colleges. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: The refusal of the house 
to appropriate the small sum asked for the main- 
tenance of the branch colleges was a sore disap- 
pointment tothe friends of progressive educa- 
tion, both in and out of the state. Why? 

In a recent article, widely read and approved, 
ex-President White, of Cornell university, con- 
tends that the model educational system for 
America would be: First, well equipped public 
schools; second, colleges, ““simon-pure”’ colleges 
that draw their freshmen directly from the high- 
est grade of the public school, offer thorough col- 
lege training, and nothing but college training; 
third, a few universities that are universities in 
every sense, to furnish a}! Migher, technical or 
professional training to thes® graduates of the 
colleges who want it or can afford it. 

This very system was also outlined by Thomas 
Jefferson when he was preparing for the founding 
of the University of Virginia. President White 
thinks that America wiil eventually evolve this 
system from processes already at work. 

Now, is it not strange that Georgia, though 
herself hardly conscious of it, has been building 
away at this ideal plan as authorized by these two 
thinkers’? 

Suouie years ago the state adjusted herself to the 
public school, and the presemt legislature wins 
nothing but applause for increasing its tunds. The 
university that Dr. Boggs is laboring so hard to 
elevate to the plane of the ideal university, has for 
years been doing a grand work. Butthere was a 
gap between these two. A few years ago the 
branch colleges were created, almost at random, 
but most happily have some of them been fillin 
the gap between the two older creations. The idea 
system is fairly started. 

Progress in education, then, demnands that, so 
far from cutting out this connecting link,it should 
be strengthened tn gee * way possible. Let not 
Georgia go backward. To keep step with the in- 
creased efficiency that an increased appropriation 
will give the free schools, and to provide for their 
graduates, foster the branch colleges: increase 
their number if necessary, broaden th. ir courses 
of study, and make them: model colleges. Then 
give the university all that the thoroughly equip- 

d university should have, and Georgia, at very 
frttle added expense, may have the best educa- 
tional system in America, Cannot the senate man- 
age it?

HE SHOT TO KILL. 


A Negro Hit Three Times at Close Range 
But Still Not Fatally Wounded. 

A dilapidated negro, named Taylor Mat- 
thews, shambled into the office of Clerk 
Fuller, of the United States circuit court, 
Tuesday evening and dropped into the corner 
of a sota, where he sat huddied upas though 
he were trying to shrink out of sight of an im- 
aginary enemy. 

“What's the matter with you, Taylor?” 
asked Mr. Fuller. 

‘‘T’se all shot to pieces, boss,”” answered the 
negro, with a groan. 

“Let me see where you’re shot,’’ said Mr. 
Fuller. 

The negro arose and came forward. Through 
his left vest, pocket was a bullet hole, and the 
same thing was found in the back of his coat 
in two places near the shoulders. 

‘‘Dey shot me free times,’’ he said; ‘“‘twice 
in de back and once in de stummack. OQ, 
Lordy! Lordy! I’se a dead man, sho!’”’ and he 
dropped back on the couch. 

A physician was sent for. He came and ex- 
amined the wounded man. In the abdomen 
only a slight bruise was found, the bullet hav- 
ing been arrested in its course by a tin matcb- 
box which the negro carried in his pocket. In 
each shoulder a bullet had entered, but so 
deep as to require an operation to remove 
them. 

“*There’s nothing 
stomach, old man,’’ said the doctor. 
buliet never touciied it.”’ 

“Oh, I'se all right, den,”’ said the negro, 
joyfully ; ‘“‘I can stan’ de bullets in my back.” 

‘‘But you don’t want any lead porridge in 
your bread basket, eh; Taylor?” said Colonel 
Hamilton. 

“No, sah,”’ I don’t want nuffin of dat sort 
foolin’ aroun’ my stummack,”’ said Matthews, 
as he shamble out again. 

Monday Matthews had been sent out by the 
revenue oflicers to ‘‘locate’”’ a blind tigera 
few miles from Atlanta. When -near the 
point where!the tiger was ‘“‘growling,”’ the 
negro was fired on by some unknown person 
who thought Matthews was spying on him. 

When the shot was fired that struck 
Matthews’s vest pocket, the men were not 
over six feet apart. The negro then turned 
and ran and received the two shoulder 
wounds. Itis not known who did the shoot- 
ing.

The legislature now in sessionis one of the 
most active and business-like bodies which has 
assembled in years. Composed largely of farmers, 
who are in close touch with the needs of the peo- 
ple, the record of bills introduced and the dispo- 
sition made of themexhibits a knowledze of «the 
masses and a business energy that is highly 
commendable. 

It has now been in session buta few more than 
thirty days, but in that time it shows a larger 
amount of bills introduced and a greater amount 
of business transacted thanany similar body for 
many years. To be added to the general good 
record is the fact that every day has been a work- 
ing day except Sunday. There his been noad- 
journment on Saturday as has been so frequently 
the case, but from Monday morning until Satur- 
day evening the body has been hard at work and 
has rapidly disposed ot the matters before them. 


* Inthe volume of business which they have had 


for consideration have been matters of grave ma- 
terial importance tothe state,and while numerous 
local bills have been introduced, the general work 
of the body has ben prodigious. It is not pos- 
sible, however, for the legislature to comp!ete its 
work within the constitutional limit. and we do 
not believe any body of representatives w!ll ever 
succeed on that line so long as the present law, 
filling up their time with local bills, stands un- 
changed. But, while this is true, the present lege 
islature unquestionably deserves the coinmenda- 
tion of the people for the faithful and constant 
manner in which they have discharged their obii- 
gations. It is a working body, and its record isto 
be praised, 

In this connegtion it must be stated that the 
rapidity with which matters have been de-patched 
in both houses is due, in no small degree tothe 
excellent management of the presiding officers. 
President Mitcheil, of the senate, and Speaker 
Howell, of the house, have made excellent officers, 
anil the business of the legislature has been greatiy 
expedited by them. They are entitled to, and 
should receive, the commendation of the people. 

In all, the present farmer legislature isa busi- 
ness body from the go, and the people have no 
reason to regret their choice in electing them.

Mr. Fleming led off. 

He took a very strong legal stand in favor 
f the branch colleges, showing that the prop- 
erty, consisting of lands and costly buildings, 
had been deeded to the state by the trustees, 
anid the contract was so firm that to 
cut off the state’s aid to the colleges would 
properly require the passage of another bill 
giving back to the trustees all of the property 
thus owned by the state. 

Mr. Fleming’s argument all through his 
Speech was firm and we!] directed. 

Mr. Twitty made a ringing speech against 
the colleges, and argued on the same line as 
has always-been brought out against these in- 
stitutions—discrimination. 

He said the branch colleges were only ad- 
vantageous toa few who were so fortunate as 
t live near them. 

HE DIDN’T LOVE THEM LESS. 

Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, fought the senate 
amendment—not that he loved the branch 
colieges less, but that he loved the common 
whools more. He wanted it distinctly 
understood that he was not opposed to higher 
education but that higher education wasin the 
nature of a luxury, aud those who enjoyed it 
should pay for it. 

It was the duty of the state to furnish 
the necessaries, and common _ schools 
were a necessity. “The great evil,’’ said 
he, “anticipated by the gentleman 
from Richmond (Fleming) will not ar.se 
by the withdrawal! of the state aid from these 
branch colleges.” 

“Let them remain and charge tuition fees, 
and if there is any merit in them, they will 

. flourish as Emory and Mercer have done fér 
years, while charging tuition fees.’’ 

Mr. Berner spoke two minutes and a half 
and showed that he had the courage to -ur- 
render his hope for a college at Forsyth and 
still fight gallantly for the other colleges. His 
Speech caught quite a ripple of applause. 

Mr. Huff spoke also in favor of the colleges 
Stating that since $1,000,000 had been granted 

the common schovls, out of which $415,000 
Went to negroes, he saw no earthly 
feason to protect the members from their con- 

sciences if they voted against the colleges.

Mr. Ryals, of Chatham, introduced a resolu- 
tion urging the present congress of the United 
States to take steps at once, iaying aside all 
other legisiation, to secure relief from 
the present restriction of the money situa 
tion.

The Night Session. 

When the house met last night the tax act 
was taken up by motion of Mr. Sears, of 
Webster. 

Tie amendment of the senate fixing the tax 
upon “bucket shops’’ at $10,000 and upon 
regular brokers who deal in futures at $10,000 
was read and caused a little stir of debate. 

Mr. Lewis, of Ilancock, moved an amend- 
ment to tax the brokers who deal in futures 
$100 instead of 41,000, 

Mr. Reid, of Puinam, offered an amendment 
fixing the tax on these legitimate future 
dealers at $500,and made a speech on the meas- 
ure. 

Mr. Lewis thought by taxing them too much 
the state would give a corner to the richer 
brokers. 

Mtr. Martin, of Fulton, thought the legiti- 
mate brokers ought to be protected by the siate, 
aud that they shouid certainly not be taxed 
more than $500. But he was down on the 
bucket shops. 

Mr. Liumphreys, of Brooks, was against the 
whole tribe of future dealers, and be: eved in 
scoring them with a heavy tax at ail times. 

Mr. Seay, of Floyd, said the bucket shops 
and brokers ought to be put on the sawe level. 

Mr. Everett, of Stewart, was in favor of pro- 
tecting the brokers who did a legitimate busi- 
ness. 

so was Mr. Roberts, of Douglas. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, said there was a 
distinction between the broker who dealt in 
futures and the bucket shops. 

He favored taxing the bucket shops $10,000, 
but thought $500 a sufficient tax on the 
brokers in futures. 

Mr. Hartridge favored a tax sufficient to pro- 
hibit, or else one light enough to avoid 
monopoly. 

Mr. Huff, of Bibb, thought the senate 
amendment was a good one, and that the dis- 
crimination was nicely drawn. 

All the amendments offered were lost, and 
the senate amendment was concurred in by 
the house. 

The ainendment of.the senate taxing mer- 
cantile agencies $100 was opposed by LKoberts, 
of Dougias, aud Martin, of Fulton. 

Mr. Martin, of Fulton, moved to make it 
$100 on every agency, and not upon every 
oflice of that agency in the state, which was 
adopted. 

The remaining senate amendments were 
concurred in and the bill was finished. 

To Lend $200,000. 

The following resolution was introduced by 
Jackson, of Heard: 

Resolved, by the house of representatives, the 
senate concurring, That in order to carry out the 
provisions of, an act of the general as-embly, en- 
titled *‘An act to provide tor the disbursement of 
the permanent school fund and fvr other 
purposes,” the governer and tréasurer 
are hereby directed to make a temporary loan 
of not exceeding £200,000, to be used for the year 
18vz,. and that said loan shall not be devoted to 
any other purpose than is named herein. 

The resolution simply intended to pay the 
common school teachers up quar- 
terly according to the provisions 
of the Boifeuillett school bill, until the funds 
accrue according to the Jackson bill providing 
for the permanent school fund. 

The resolution was adopted by the house. 

Those School Bills. 


The general school bills that have started 
such a revolution in the affairs of Georgia’s 
educational departments have struck bottom 
in the senate committee on public schools, and 
the situation is an interesting one. 

There are three school bills that fit into each 
other and fully prescribe methods for sustain- 
ing and conducting the schools for the years 
1891 and 1892. 

The bills are what are known as the Jack- 
son, the Boifeuillet and the Fleming bills, 
and on their provisions the entire school sys- 
tem for the next two years hinges. 

There was much interest aroused in the 
house, yesterday, when it became known that 
the sevate committee on ~ public schools had 
refused to consider the bills this session. 

A petition has been sent the committee by 


a report on the bills today, and this will prob- 
ably be made. 
TO ADJUURN TONIGHT. 

The house has agreed to adjourn tonight in 
accordance with the resolution of Mr. Lark, 
of Clay, and will have a summer session be- 
ginning the second Wednesday in July. 

There was much discussion on the question, 
and several amendments changing the time 
for adjourninent and reconvening were offered 
but they were all voted down. 

Uniess 4 reconsideration is taken the house 
will adjourn tonight. 

To Tax Bachelors. 

Mr. Seay, of Floyd, scared up a first-class 
sensation in the house last night by intro- 
ducing a bill providing for the taxing of bachel- 
ors in Georgia forthe support of the branch 
collezes. 

The bill provides that all unmarried male 
persons, excepting widowers, shall be taxed 
annually according te the following basis: 

Those over thirty and less than thirty-five 
years old shall pay $25. 

Those between thirty-six and forty shall 
pay G0; these between forty-one and forty- 
tive shall pay $75; those between forty-six and 
fifty shall pay $100; those between fifty- 
one and fifty-five shall pay $125, be- 
tween fifty-six and sixty shall pay $150, 
and all over sixty years old shal!

IN THE SENATE. 


THE TWITTY BILL FORMALLY LAID 
AWAY UNTIL JULY. 


The Bill for the Municipal Taxation of 
Railroads—The Tax Act Passed. 
A Busy Day. 


Tho senate passed the bill yesterday for the 


inunicipal taxation of railroads. 

Senator Johnson, of the Twenty-first, 
amended the bill, inserting three sections to 
provide a method of operation. 

This is the bill as it passed: 

.. Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That all property, both 
real and personal, belonging to railroad com- 
panies in this state, which is within the taxable 
limits of any municipal corporation, shall be. and 
the same is hereby made subject to taxation by 
the said municipality, as fully and completely as 
in the ,woperty of other corporations within said 
taxabic limits. And itis hereby made the duty 
of the municipal authorities to cause the said 
property within the said taxable limits belonging 
to arailroad company to pay it. proper and just 
pro rata of the said municipal taxes. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, by the authority 
aforesaid, That in addition to the facts required to 
be shown by the act of the general assembly, &p- 
proved October 16, 1889, entitied, ‘‘an act to provide 
asystem of taxation of railroad property 1D 
each of the counties of this state through 
which said railroads ran, and to provide a mode of 
assessing and collecting the same, and for other 
purposes,” every railroad company in this state 
sha.l, at the tume of making the return provided 
for in said act, also show the value of the com- 
pany’s property in each corporated city or town 
through which it runs. 

Sec. 3. Beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the rolling stock and other per- 
sonal property of said railroad companies sha 1 be 
distributed to said municipalties on the same 
basis that rolling stock and other personal prop- 
erty are distributed to the counties under the pro- 
visions of said act ef October 16, 1889; that 1s, a5. 
the value o: the whole property, real and personal, 
of the said company is to the value of the property 
located in the particular municipality, such shall 
be the amount of roiling stock and other personal 
property to be distributed for taxing purposes to 


each municipality.

The Twitty Bill. 
The Twitty bill was ‘‘tabled’’ yesterday in 


the senate. 

The motion was made by Senator Ellington, 
the champion of the bill in the upper house. 

“T do this,” said he, ‘‘though the bill could 
be taken up this morning and passed. I state 
in my place that there are present here now 
twenty-three voies pledged in favor of the 
bill. But the friends of the measure are con- 
servative, and they want the deliberate busi- 
ness sentiment of the state upon the 
measure. We will table the bill now, carrying 
it over to the next session, in order that it 
may de tried fairly before the people.” 

The final postponemont of the measure 1s 
due very largely to Senator Tom Cabaniss. He 
hasled the tight against the bill, at all times 
against a decided majority. All he could hope 
for was to prevent the passage of the bill, 
which he finally accomplished. 

It was his motion Thursday that reconsidered 
the passage of the bill, prevailing by one vote. 
The Tax Act. 

The tax act was passed by the senate yester- 
day. Only a few changes were made. 

Three of these were by the committee. One 
made a distinction between a legitimate “fut 
ures”? business and the ‘“‘bucket shops.’’

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FIVE ARRESTED.: 


THE UNITED STATES OFFICERS 
BRING IN PRISONERS. 


Mayor Glover Has a Word to Say About 
the Troubles—The Men Who Have 
Been Arrested. 


Five of the indicted seven are arrested. 

But two are still at large. 

Yesterday morning at 11 o’clock, Deputy 
Marshals McDonald, Abercrombie, Campbell 
and Thomas arrived in the city with five 
prisoners whom they had arrested in Marietta 
Thursday night, on grand jury indictments. 

They are George Sangers, a white man, and 
Joseph Edwards, Isaac Smith, Charles Porter 
and Tom Alexander, negroes. 

They were at once lodged in the Fulton 
county jail. 

These men were arrested on separate indict- 
ments. 

Sangers, Smith and Porter are indicted for 
conspiracy and murder under section 5508 and 
5509, United States laws, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

Section 5508—If two or more persons conspire to 
injure, oppress, threaten or intimidate any citizen 
in the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or 

rivilege secured to him by the constitution or 
aws of the United States, or because of his having 
so exercised thesame; or if two or more persons 
go in disguise on the highway, or on the premises 
of another, with intent to prevent or hinder his 
free exercise or enjoyment of any right or privi- 
lege so secnred, they shall be fined not more than 
$5,000 and imprisoned not more than ten years.** 

Section 5509—If in the act of violating any pro- 
vision of the preceding section (and in 5507) any 
other felony or misdemeanor be committed, the 
offender shill be punished the same with such 
punisiment as is attached to such felony or mis- 
demeanor by the laws of the state in which the 
offense is committed. 

Sangers, Smith, Porter, Tom Alexander, 
Edwards and the two men yet at liberty. 
James Winn, white, and Dennis Alexander, 
colored, are charged in another indictment 
with intimidating witnesses. 

This morning at 10 o’clock, Judge Newman 
will hear a motion for bond for the five men. 

Deputy Marshal Campbell says Winn 
walked into Marietta yesterday morning to 
give himself up, but that he was advised by 
friends to keep shady for awhile. 

Dennis Alexander has flown, and is now on 
his way to California, it is said. 

In speaking of the case yesterday General 
Phillips said to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

“The Marietta blind tiger business first 
came to light when tivo of the men engaged in 
ithada falling aut. Charges and counter- 
charges afterward made between the members 
of the crowd gradually developed the whole 
thing, and gave the authorities an insight into 
the extent of their operations. 

‘Due credit should be given Revenue Agent 
Chapman and Deputy Collector Hatherington, 
who, after the murderof Wright, were detailed 
to investigate the case. As regards the use of 
my naine in connection with the case, I wish 
to say that except in my official capacity as 
assistant to the prosecuting officers, I have had 
nothing todo withit. I have furnished no 
secret information whatever I have been 
fighting them openly in speeches from the 
platform, but have done nothing in secret.”’ 


Mayor Glover Talks. 

Mayor Glover, of Marietta, was in the city 
yesterday and expressed the opinion that the 
articie in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION is likely to 
prove misleading. 

‘*There is no such terrible state of affairs as 
one unacquainted with the facts might be led 
to suppose by that article. Of course 
the information from which that was written 
was furnished by the attaches of the marshal’s 
oftice and others interested in the prosecution. 
Tuere is undoubtedly some blind tiger busi- 
ness, and we are ail trying to break it up; but 
the wholesale lawlessness which is talked of 
there, doesn’t exist, in my opinion.

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THE THREE PLANS 


BY WHICH THE W. AND A. MUDDLE 
MAY BEB FIXED. 


The Committee Holds a Live and Busy Ses- 
sion that Lasts All Day—Bob Berner's 
Suggestion Will Be Keported. 


There are three advisable ways to settle the 
state road muddle. 

This, at ieast, is the opinion of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad committee. 

The committee was in session all day yester- 
day, and did not make out its report until last 
night ata late hour, and it was done then bya 
subcommittee, to be reported to the commit- 
tee this morning at 8 o’clock, in the speaker's 
room. 

At this morning’s meeting the committee 
will hear the report of the subcommittee ap- 
pointed to frame resolutions, and will shoot 
the report right into the house when it meets 
at 9 o’clock for consideration. 

HOW IT WILL READ. 

The ~eport of the committee will contain 
three plans, as follows: 

1. The committee. recommends as one 
method of settling the question, that a com- 
mission consisting of eight men be appointed 
by the governor as a board of arbitration. 

Before them ail evidence for and against the 
state shall be laid and they shall decide all 
matters of difference between the state and 
the lessees by a majority vote, giving in their 
report the law upon whieh the findings are 
based. ' 

The governor may veto any ruling of the 
commissioners, and carryit to the supreme 
court for settlement. Itthen shall go back 
into the hands of the committee for endorse- 
ment, and if their second ruling is vetoed by 
the governor, the supreme court is to settle ihe 
matter finally and irrevocabiy. 

ANOTHER PROPOSITION. 

The second plan of the committee as will be 
reported today, will be the same as above 
outlined except that the veto of the governor 
on any ruling of the commissioners shall be 
carried to the supreme court at once, and 
settled there in short order as the highest ap- 
peal. 

MR. BERNER’S PLAN. 

Mr. Berner, a member of the committee, has 
suggested a plan in the committee room which 
he stoutly maintains is the most feasible way 
to settle the Western and Atlantic 1oatter. 

And the proposition will be framed in the 
report of the committee. 

It is this: 

Let the governor appoint four superior court 
judges with Chief Justice Bleckley as_ presid- 
ing ofiicer, to act asa courtor legal board to 
try the case of the lessees. 

There shall be no appeal from the ruling of 
this board and they shall have absolute control 
of the whole affair.

MAYOR GLENN’S VETO. 


The Chief Executive Refuses to Grant a 
Petition. 


Mayor Glenn yesterday refused to consider 
the resolution introduced during the last meet- 
ing of the general council, and exercised his 
veto power. In writing his veto, Mr. Glenn 
Says: 

MAYOr’s Orricr, ATLANTA, Ga., December 19, 
1890.—To the Members of the Council : 
My sense of duty to the interest of the city in the 
future, forces me to enter a veto te the ordinance 
adopted by you, entitied “An ordinance author- 
izing the Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Compuny, of the city of New York, to construct 
antl operate an underground system in the city 
of Atiapta, Ga,” 

if the ordinance had simply given that company 
tlie right to place its wires under ground, 1 would 
have approved it cheerfully, but it goes farther 
aud attempts to make a contract between the city 
and the company, by which, in consideration ol 
the coinpany allowing the city one duet free of 
expense tor the dpe, police and ether wires belong- 
ing to the city, the city puts a clause in the ordi- 
hawice, as a part of the contract, by which it Inakes 
it unjawful for any “telephone company here- 
after to construct or operate any wires or poles 
above ground within now existing fire luuts 
of said city.” 

The objeetion to the ordinance is, first. that you 
haveno mghtto bind future councils by such a 
contract as this, and, ip the second place, if you 
had the right it would be very unwise to do it. 
Our knowledge of clectricity at present is very 
limited, and it is not settled that there is more 
taiety in underground wires than in overhead 
wires. It is impossible to tell what the future may 
develop, and it may seem best in the judgment of 
future counciisto have the wires everhead and 
they should not be trammeled in their action by 
aly contract such as this ordinance makes. 

Whether intended or not the effect of this 
prdinance, if it is enforced, would virtually give 
to this telephone company a monopoly even after 
the expiration of its patent which, I have been in- 
formed, expires abort the time this ordinance 
would go into effect. Itisso expensive to put 
wires under ground that anew curapany witia 
much cheaper, perhuys superior, service woulri 
not be able to place its wires under ground and 
the people of Atlanta would be deprived by this 
ordinance of the benefits which other cities would 
be receiving from competition. 

The city of Atlanta has the right, whenever you 
deem it necessary for the protection of her people, 
to force al) electme wires under ground, and there 
is ho necessity for making @ Coutract to have any 
particular wires _put under ground. When- 
ever the public esafety demands it the 
wires will go under the grown, or at least 
they will be removed from the streets. Experi- 
ments are being prosecuted and inventions and 
discoveries nay seen be made which will change 
the whole system of using e¢)eetricity and wires 
for lighting, telephones, telegraphs and ali other 
purposes, and it would be unwiée to have suck an 
ordinance as this in the way of such haprove- 
ments.

N ORDINANCE TO REQUIRE FIRE ES- 
capes on certain buildings for the safety and 
protection of human life. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, and it is hereby or- 
dained by authority of the same that, it being 
any for the safety and protection of human 
ife. 

Section 1. That all buildings in said ¢ity three 
stories or more in height, not including 
basements, used aS a factory, workshop, lodge 
room, hotel, boarding house, public hall, or sleep- 
ing place, or apartment, shall have thereon suita- 
bie and substantial fire escapes of the following 
character and material. Brackets must not be 
less than 14x1°, inches, wrought iron, placed 
edgewise, or 1%, inch angle iron, well braced, and 
not more than 3 feet apart, and the braces to 
brackets must be not less °4 inch square, wrought 
iron, and must extend two-thirds of the width of 
the respective brackets or balconies. In ali cases 
the brackets must go through the wall, and be 
turned down 3finches. 

Brackets on new buildings muat be sét as the 
walls are being built. When tLrackets are to be 
put on old houses, the part going through the 
wall shall not be less than one inch in diameter, 
with screw huts and washers. not iess than 5 
inches square and '4 inch thick. 

Top rail:.—The top rail of balcony must be 
1°4x4, inch, wrouzht iron, and in all cases must 
go through the walis, and must be secured by nuts 
and 4-inch washers, at least *2 inch thick. 

Bottom Rails.—Bottonm rails must be 1), x 
inch, wrought iron, well Jeaded into the wall. 
in frame buildings the top rails must go through 
the studding and be secured on the inside by 
washers and nuts as above. 

Filling-in Bars.—The filling-in bars must be not 
less than +,inch round or square, wrought iron, 
placed not more than 6inches from centers, and 
well rivetert to the ton and botton rails. 

Stairs.--Tine stairs, in all cases, roust not be less 
than 18 inches wide, and constructed of 14x3i, 
inch wrought iron sides or strings. Steps to be A 
inch round iron, donble rungs, 4x3 inch flat tron, 
and well riveted to the strings. The stairs must 
be secured toa bracket on top, and rest on and be 
secured to a bracket or extra cross bar at the bot- 
tom. Ali stairs must havea “4 inch handrail of 
wrought jron, well braced. 

Fioors.—The tlooring of balconies must be of 
wrought iron 1'4x*%, inch slats placed not over 11, 
inches apart, and secured to iron buttons 1144x% 
inch, net over 3 feet apart and riveted at the 
intersection. The opening for stairways in all 
balconies shall not be less than 14 inches wide and 
30 inches long. 

Drop Ladduers.—Drop ladders from lower bal- 
conies where required shaji not be less than 14 
inches wide, and shall be 144x%, inch sides ana %& 
inch rungs of wrought iron. In no case shall the 
ends of Laleonies extend more than 9 inches over 
the brackets. 

The height of railing around balconies shall not 
be less than 2 feet 9inches, A baicony must be at 
each story. 

Sec. 2. Thechief of the fire department and 
building inspectors shall constitute a board of 
fire escapes, and no fire escape will be accepted 
witiout their approval, and they shal! ve 
authority to decide the number and location of all 
tire escapes on buildings. 

Sec, 5. This ordinance shall be pnublished in 
two daily papers for 15 days, then it shall be the 
duty of the owners of all buildings comine under 


- the Bar Fy of this ordinance to have placed 


on said building within ninety (0) days after said 
advertisement, such fire escapes as are reqnired. 
Should any owner, agent or tenant in possession 
of any such building, f.il within the time spec- 
ified :n said advertisement to have fire esca 
placed on any building as provided for by this 
ordinance, be or she shail be subject to a fine of 
not exceeding 8100 and cost, and to 
be imprisoned not exceeding thirteen days, 
either or both in the discretion of the court, and 
for each month thereafter until said ordinance 
shall be complied with.

Wasuincron, December 19.—[Specia].]—

Hie thought it was 
pad policy for republicans to pass it, and he 
would positively vote against it if the bill ever 
reached a vote. 

GRANNY HOAR ANNOYED. 

All the time he was speaking Hoar sat per- 
fectiy still with a frown upon his face. He 
was not only displeased but frightened. 

Bat the Stewart speech was not the only 
thing that happened today to annoy Granny 
Hoar. A meeting of the committee on rules 
was called to tako some action upon the 
cloture resolution, decided upon by the caucus 
theother night. The only members present 
were Senators Aldrich, Sherman and Harris. 
Senators Biackburn and Ingalls were absent. 
Senator Sherman proposed that they pair

Hoar and J. R. Hawley, then representatives 
in the house. Among those then voting 
against the force bill, Mr. Stewart recalled 
Foster, Garfield, William Walter Pheips, 
Kasson and Kellogg. General Hawley, he 
said, was very strenuous in his opposition, de- 
Cclaring that there could be no genuine protec- 
tion in the south under legislative enactment. 

Referring to Mr. Hoar’s “Meech of last ses- 
sion, in which he stated that no military force 
would be used in the execution of the bill un- 
der consideration, Mr. Stewart said that if this 
view of the case be correct, the pending bill 
Should be defeated. If the law was 
to be adead letter upon the statute books, 
What could it effect? lt conld no 
more be enforced by the courts and juries than 
laws already upon the statute book could be, 
whichif they could be enforced, would be 
ample for the suppression of all the frauds 
complained of. The effect of the bill, in his 
opinion, would be to cause even still bitterer 
race hatreds. He suggested that the petitoners 
reguired under it would become marked men,

The only remedy that existed was in the en- 
forcement of laws already on the statute books 
and in the assurance that no pressure from the 
outside would be exercised. 

In his judgment he solid south was main- 
tained by reason ofits leaders use of the cry 
that it was intended on the part of those who 
controlied the general government io interfere 
with their local affairs. The moment such a 
cry was effectually proven to be without foun- 
dation it could not any longer bo kept solid. 
The sectional party there would divide into 
factions. It had already begun to disintegrate. 
That disintegration must necessarily bring 
about protection to the negro’s vote. The or- 
ganization, now irresistible in some states in 
suppressing that vote, would be among the 
earliest to bia for its power when they found it 
necessary ior their own existence, The colored 
man needed education. The white man down 
south needed the same. If an oligarchy ex- 
isted in any of those states it wasthe duty of 
the United States government to suppress it 
under the constitution. 

The general government was required to 
maintain fepublicen forms of government in 
each of the statesof the union. Lf such astate 
of things did not exist then force could not be 
justified This country was governed by pubiic 
sentiment. Public sentiment would not 
tolerate sucha state of affairs. The general 
opinion of the iand wasin favor of giving all 
legai opportunities tothecolored man. In tie 
north that opinion was growing keenerand more 
active. Such public opinion woulda be more 
potential as time weut on. If the senate passed 
the bill, it should be executed. If the senate 
did not intend to enforce it, he asked the 
senate in the name of humanity, not to pass if. 
If it were passed, the white mar would be 
still further consolidated, and the trained 
power and organization of the late confederate 
states would be brought to insnre the destruc- 
tion of the colored raceinthe south, The 
colored man was yearly improving. He 
could not be removed from 
country, No one compared

THE FINANCIAL BILL. 


Apart on Some Propositions. 


Wasuinaton, December 19.—The finance 
committee of the senate has agreed to report 
the financial bill introduced yesterday by 
Senator Sherman. The only amendments 
made by the committee are said to be in 
phraseology. The chairman of the finance 
committee, Seuator Morrill, was opposed to 
some of the propositions contained in the Dil! 
and with Senator Sherman, reserved the right 
to vote for the restoration of the 2 percent 
bond clause when the bill is considered in the 
senate. 

Senator Hiscock reserved the right to vote 
against that part of the proposition relative to 
supplying the deficiency in the national bank 
circulation, which proposes to authorize. the 
issue of original troasury notes therefor if 
silver bullion cannot be purchased. 

Mr. Aldrich reserved the right to advocate 
the retention of the bond ciause and also, like 
Mr. Hiscock, to oppose the proposition to issue 
treasury notes to make good the deficiency in 
the national bank circulation. 

As to the democratic members of the com- 
mittee, they reserved the right to oppose the 
whole bill,inasmuch as they had had no proper 
opportunity toexamine it, but consented to 
the report of the measure, so that no yea and 
nay vote was necessary. The abseutees at the 
meeting were Messrs, Aldrich and Jonas, of 
Nevada. It is the purpose of the committee to 
repert the bill at the earliest moment practica- 
ble and Mr. Sherman has been charged with 
that duty.

F6feign trading in securities does nut favor this 
country, partly because of eppréhended legisia- 
tion on the money question and partly because 
the new agreement of the western 
railroads is supposed to be incompicte, 
though excellent results are expected if it can be 
perfected. Thus the stock market, though a shade 
stronger, has been dull and lacks confidence. 

Trade at the south is fair at most points report- 
ing, considered healthy at New Orleans, with 
larger cottou receipts; dullat Memphis, but more 
contident at Little Kock, slightiy improved at 
Montgomery, and good at Nashville; lesa confi- 
dent at Jacksonville, and at Atlanta accumula- 
tions of cotton are large.

Lastern cities feel the effects of expected legis- 
lation and recent feature, but also of present 
monetary relief.

‘The anthracite coal 
trade is demoralized. ironshows no improve- 
ment at Philadelphia or here, and sales are re- 
ported at $16.75 for northen No. 1, and $16.60 for 
southern, $27 for rails and 1.8 cents for bar. 

The dry goods trade feels the influence of 
recent failures, and of the stringency in com- 
mercial loans. 

Trade in cotton goods is not so large as usual, 
and though print cloths are down to the 3 cents, 
the first time for several years, stocks on hand are 
860,000 pieces. Trade in woolen dress goods has 
been encouraging, and there is no evidence 
of failure in distribution, and the knit goods trad 
has hadan exceptional season, but other woolen 
goods are much affected by the cautionor in- 
ability of clothiing houses, and by failures in that 
branch. . 

In the speculative markets the ten- 
dency has generally been downward, 
and the markets are all hesitating, 
feeling that monetary legislation may indefi- 
nitely alter the situation.

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THE HALL TRIAL 


4 CASE OF UNENDING SENSATION 
AND SURPRISE. 


' The Prosecution Continues to Bring Out 
Startling Testimony in Regard to 
Hall’s Doings in Dodge. 


Macon, Ga., December 19.—[{Special.j— 
Another day of the conspiracy trial has drawn 
to a close and with still more damaging evi- 
dence against the defendants. Indeed it 
seems that the prosecution has an unlimited 
amount of proof of the guilt of these men, and 
wil) show beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
they were a!l implicated in the horrible assas- 


sination. 

Witness Bohannon was put on thestand this 
morning. The defense objected to his testi- 
mony on the ground that ‘¢ was hearsay. 

Judge Speer overruled the objection and 
the exanination went ahead. 

Said Bohannon: 

“Burch came to me much excited. He 
asked if I was not afraid of the Dodges. I an- 
swered no. Hesaid the Dodges had offered $10,- 
000 for the capture of the murderer of Captain 
Forsyth, and had the Pinkerton men working 
on the case, and these men, he said, were 
right in the vicinity. He said Wright Lancaster 
had played the mischief by riding with Hall 
from Eastman to Millen.”’ 

The witness went with Moore to Bullard’s 
mill to buy the owner out. On their way 
Moore told the witness that Renan was not 
the man who killed Forsyth, bat to let the 
public think so. He said Moore told him 
that Lowrey and Clements did the killing; 
that they stayed at Burch’s house for several 
days before and after the killing; that the 
Lancasters, Moore and Burch were interested 
in the murder; that they were in almost daily 
consultation before and after the killing; 
that Lowrey said that the - killing 
“was but a breakfast for him;”’ 
that they said they were going to clean out 
the Dodges. 

The witness stated further that he then 
watched his partner, Wright Lancaster, and 
after some time remarked thatit looked well! 
for them since the Dodges were being treated 
s0 badly. Lancaster replied that it did look 
well for them. 

He then went to Mr. Overby, Dodge’s agent, 
and told him that he knew all the fgcts about 
the killing, and if Dodge would buy him out, 
he would tell all he Knew. Mr. Overby refused 
to buy, and after consultation with Mr. Hill in 
Macon again refused, but said he did not think 
the Dodges would let him have anything if 
he did buy. 

Inthe course of the examination the wit- 
ness produced a letter, although it was not put 
{n evidence, which is presumed to have been 
of an intimidating character. This letter was 
one of a series he had received, using threats 
against him. 

After the oxamination of this witness court 
adjourned until this afternoon. 

CLEMENTS'S STATEMENT. 

Upon the convening of court, Bohannon 
was again put on the stand and went through 
a rigid cross-oxamination. He reiterated 
what he had said at the morning session. His 
testimony is considered of great weight against 
the conspirators. But the worst was yet to 
come. This was the statement made by 
Ciements, while in jail, a short time ago. 

The defense objected to this testimony 
for two reasons. It was to be read by the 
stenographer who took it down at the time, 
and this was plainly hearsay. 

‘Then the testimony alluded only to what 
had been told Clements by Bureh—that is, as 
farasalil the defendants were concerned ex- 
cept Clements himself, and this, also, was 
hearsay. 

Judge Speersaid he would hear the state- 
ment, though it might be found necessary to 
rule out certain portions of it. 

Mr. Richter, the stenographer, then took the 
stand and read from a copy which he made the 
statement made by Cleineuts at the jail. 

In it Clements told how he had 
been approached by Burch, who asked 
him to join in the work. He re- 
fused at first, but was.told that he could 
make $300 thereby, and,” at the same time, 
prevent being taken by those parties who 
wanted him onan old charge. Clements says 
he went to.Burch’s house and stayed some 
time. He met Lowtey at the begining of the 
plot. Lowrey was to do the work, bnt 
did net so state in plain language until later. 
He afterwards told Clements thathe was 
going to help Burch do the work. 

Burch and Lowrey, he says, wen. often to 
Normandale together. He never went with 
them. About two weeks afterhe went to 
Burch’s house, the time was selected for the 
work. He and Clements left together and 
went to the house of Captain Forsyth. He 
(Clements) did not go all the way, but 
waited for Lowery. After a while 
Lowrey returned, and told him he 
had finished -the job. Lowrey then 
toid him to take off his shoes, which he did, 
Lowrey doing likewise. They put turpentine 
on their feet, and then went back to Burch’s 
by a somewhat circuitous route. They re- 
mained at Burch’s house that night. 

At this juncture, the hour of adjournment 
having arrived, the reading of the balance of 
the statement was postponed until morning.

In his statement, Clements said that 
Burch told him Hall was intoit for $225, and 
that both the Lancasters were interested. He 
claims that he was threatened into doing what 
he did. The reading of Clem- 
ents’s statement hardly left a 
doubt on the minds of those present in the 
courtroom, if, indeed, there had ever been a 
doubt, that the dark tale of conspiracy and 
inurder already toid, is true in every, respect.

SAVANNAH, Ga., December 19.—[Special.]—- 
Tho city of Savannah will end the present 
year in a magnificent financial shape. 

The cash in the treasury will be about $115,- 
000. 
Of this $80,000 came from the ground rent 
Jot holders, but the other $35,000 will be the 
amount saved from the revenue. 

There is now in the treasury a cash balance 
of $117,000. Of this nearly $40,000 is what has 
been saved from the regularincome. With 
this large unexpended sum,a large and im- 
portant improvement will be undertaken. 

By the end of next year the city counts on 
having another heavy surplus from the ground 
rent lots. There is still unpaid $400,000 on 
those lots, and some of it will come in before 
the suit is ended, the aldermen te 
Then there is $40,000 still tied up in the Li 
erty street asphalt paving case. All of that 
sum is considered as assets, but is not counted 
in the $115,000 surplus, which the city will 
begin the new year with. : 

WILL STAND FOR RE-ELECTION. 

All ot the present board of aldermen will 
stand for re-election. 

That was decided upon at acaucus. Three 
of the board had said that they did not care 
for continued honors, but their fellow members 
persuaded them to runagain. Where the new 
candidates will come inis a question.

THE ASHEVILLE CONVENTION, 


, The Legislatures of the Different States to 


Be Asked for Appropriations. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., December 19.—[Special. ] 
The immigration convention reassembled in 
the Grand opera house at 3:30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. A resolution was introduced 
by E. B. Vandeman, of Florida, to the effect 
that it be emphatically understood that the 
convention must and will avoid all questions 
pertaining to matters of a political character. 


The resolution was adopted. 

H. T. Olmstead, of Tennessee, presented a 
resolution to have appointed a committee of 
three from each state represented in the con- 
vention to.memorialize the legislatures of the 
liberal appropriations for the 
purpose of inducing emigration, and especially 
to set before the dissatisfied farmers of the 
drought-stricken and frozen west and north- 
west and the occupants of the barren farms of 
New England, the great advantages of climate 
and soil and market offered by the southern 
States. 

The resolution of C. F. Moore, of West Vir- 
ginia, to establish a journal to be the organ of 
the south, for the purpose of proclaiming its 
advantages to the world, with the general 
manager as editor and the executive commit- 
tee associates, was referred to.the executive 
comunittee. 

The resolution of W. H. Malone, of Ashe- 
ville, to request congress to provide by law 
that our consuls at the different. posts abroad 
be empowered to enquire into the healthy con- 
dition of all immigrants to the United States, 
and also to their. charactcr and habits 
of industry, and a certiticate of the con- 
snl to be requisite before the immigrant can be 
teceived into this country, was adopted. 

THE CHICAGO FAIR, 


The committee on the world’s Columbian 
exposition elected W.S8. Primrose, of Raleigh, 
chairman, who read his report, recommending 
the importance and necessity of a liberal ap- 
propriation for the purpose of making sucha 
display as would tend to attract immigrants 
to the southern states. 

The convention adjourned, and reassembled 
at 10:30 o’clock this morning. The following 
were some of the resolutions offered today; 

A resolution was to the effect that the con- 
vention appoint a committee of one delegate 
from each state represented to memorialize 
the governors of their states to recommend to 
the legislature that $10,000 annually be appro- 
priated for the work of the immigration bu- 
reau, and that the executive committee ap- 
point efficient agents to visit foreign countries 
to invite immigration to the south, and to 
furnish,them with descriptive literature. 

THE LEGISLATIVE REPORT. 

The report of the committee on legislation 
was asjfoliows: 

We recognize the necessity of unity of action by 
the southern states here represented, and that it 
can be accomplished by a conservative system of 
legislation. Ther-fore, you are requested to pro- 
vide by law for the appointment and maintenance 
of a commissioner of immigration, whose 
duty it shall be to form a board of 
southern immigration to co-operate 
with the southern lnmigration burean, in urging 
and promoting the great cause of southern immi- 
eae and upholding our common southland. 
‘That the executive committee present to the leg- 
islatures suitable bills to carry the recommentd:- 
tion into eff.ct, and urge the passage of such 
measure ; that the general manager, aided by the 
executive committee, be requested to draft a con- 
stitution and bylaws for the permanent govern- 
ment of this body, and they report at the next 
convention. That the general manager and com- 
mittee issue a periodical as the gemral 
official organ, the bureau to be under their con- 
trol, but the character and expediency of the 
same and the frequency of publication to ve dis- 
cretionary with the said manager and commit- 
tees. 

The report was adopted. Reports from the 
committees on tish and oysters, ;manufacturers’ 
imports and exports, exhibit by train of cars, 
foreign and domestic immigration and miner- 
als, were submitted and adopted. 

The debate on the place of next meeting 
was discussed at great length, and finaily re- 
ferred to the executive committee for action. 

The following resolution was also a¢opted: 

Resolved, That the de.egates of this convention 
tender their t anks to the governor of North Caro- 
lina, the mayorand citizens, the press, railroads 
and hotels of Asheville for their hospitable enter- 
tainment during our stay in tis picturesque cit 
# Ashevilie, and particularlyjte the Hon. MW. . 
Bryan, who has so ably presided: and the secre- 
tury, Mr. D. H. Elli tt, who has so ably con- 
ducted his trying branch of this convention. 

This was adopted. A resolution was intro- 
duced by W. A. Brooker, of Texas, that at the 
future convention the delegates shal! go pre- 
pared to stay during the entire session. he 
afiernoon session wasa short one. A reso!u- 
tion was offered that congress be petitioned to 
abolish the irrigation in some of the western 
states. This was much discussed, and finally 
defeated by Mr. W. H. Brooker, of Texas, 
thus saving the state of Texas, New Mexico 
and Arizona from much harmful legislation.

The house’ committee on Western and 
Atlantic railroad seems to have found a 
solution to the difficulties which have sur- 
rounded the State road lease, by amending 
‘he Zachry resolution in several important 
particulars. It isto be hoped that this will 
be adopted by the general assembly and ac- 
cepted by the lessees, and thus settle a vexed 
question which promised nothing but com- 
plications and trouble. One thing is clear, 
the general assembly ought not to adjourn 
until something is done to put these matters 
in shape for an amicable adjustment.

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The Windom-Sherman Scheme. 

As we suggested yesterday, it is more than 
probable the republican senators who profess 
to be in favor of the free coinage of. silver 
have been led into the Windom-Sherman 
financial scheme with their eyes wide open. 
In other words they have been whipped in 
by the eastern men. Some of them say now 
that they are not bound by the caucus, but 
when the anti-free coinage scheme comes up 
-hey. will all be found voting for it. 

‘The party lash is all powerful among the 
republicans, especially when it is wielded bv 
the representatives of the eastern money- 
power. The western senators pretend to be 
led when, in fact, they are really driven. 

But the signs of the storm that the Win- 
_dom-Sherman scheme is preparing may al- 
ready be seen in the organs of Wall street. 

They perceive that the measure is merely a 
wild attempt to bolster up silver without 
putting it on an equality with cold under the 
law. Every argument that would be em- 
ployed against free coinage is now directed 
against this schemé, -with this difference, 
that while they would not apply to a free 
coinage act, they do apply to the Windom- 
Sherman measure. It is a wild scheme and 
it is intended to delay free coinage. The 
government can no more fix or regulate the 
price of silver bullion by purchasing it than 
it can regulate the price of any other com- 
modity. The only sane method of dealing 
with the silver question is to remonetize the 
white metal, and this can only be done by 
free coinage, which carries with it the seal 
and fiat of the government. 

But, meanwhile, whatare the democrats 
going todo? Are they under any obliga- 
tions to support this wild-cat scheme of the 
republicans? Let us hope not. The meas- 
ure has been introduced merely for the pur- 
pose of inducing the western republican 
senators to support the infamous force bill, 
and the democrats ought to fight it from the 
word go, especially the democrats who are 
in favor of free coinage. 

This Windom-Sherman scheme is intended 


to strike a blow at free coinage, and at the 
same time enable the republicans to place 
the elections in the south under the control 
of Johnny Davenport. It isa scheme that 
should be opposed by every democrat.

THE POLICE ARE AFTER THE 
MARKHAM HOUSE ROBBERS. 


One of the Men Suspected Arrested in Cobb 
County Yesterday—To Be Brought to 
Atlanta for Identification. 


Chief Connolly and the detectives are fully 
satisfied that the Markham house robbery wa 
@ genuine affair. 

In fact they believe they have one of the 
guilty parties. 

He was captared Thursday night in Cobb 
county, and will be brought to Atlanta this 
morning for identification. 

Mayor Glover, of Marietta, came to Atlanta 
yesterday morning and reported the arrest of 
aman in Cobb county, who acted very suspi- 
ciously and who filled the description of one 
of the men described by Treasurer Murdock. 

And the other man has been spotted. 

The potice are working valiantly to catch 
the daring robbers, and if the man to be 
brought to Atlanta this morning to be identi- 
fied does not prove to be one of them, it is 
only a question of time when the right ones 
will be caught. 

Atlanta’s police department can’t be downed. 

SPOTTING SUSPECTS. 

For several days detectives have been gath- 
ering evidence ugainst the men suspected of 
the robbery. 

There was a difference of opinion as to the 
theory of the affair at first, but now the otflicers 
are satisfied that the suspicion thrown on Mr. 
Murdock by thecircumstances, has been un- 
just to him. 

Chief Connolly and his men believe they 
are on the right scent and are determined to 
bring to justice the perpetrators of the most 
daring robbery ever committed in Atlanta. 

Investigation has shown that the men chose 
a very opportune time for their work, and the 
statement of Mr. Murdock shows the plausi- 
bility of such a robbery. 

THE MAN UNDER ARREST. 

The man who isto be brought to Atlanta 
this morning was arrested first Thursday at 
Woodstock station in Cobb county. 

Hs arrest was caused by a merchant of that 
place, who had read tie description of the 
robbers given by Mr. Murdock in Tur Con- 
STITUTION. ; 

The mwnan’s actions were suspicious, and he had 
on him a pair of brass knucks, but he gave 
such an account of himself that he was subse- 
quently released. Yesterday, however, Mayor 
Glover, of Marietta, to whose attention the 
man had been brought, decided there was 
enough to warrant a further investigation. 

He and two other gentlemen who had seen 
the man, came to Atlanta yesterday morning 
to have a consultation with Chief Connolly 
and Mr. Murdock. 

After seeing Mr. Murdock, and getting from 
him a more minute description of the robbers, 
Mayor Glover was more than ever convinced 
that the man arrested at Woodstock Thursday 
was one of the Markham house robbers. 

Accordingly they went back to Marietta to 
re-arrest the man, in doing which they antici- 
pated no trouble, as he was under surveilance. 

Mayor Glover was to have the man brought 
to Atianta for identification last night, or this 
morning. 

He did not come last night, and Chief Con- 
noily says lhe will be here this morning. 

Mr. Murdock says he could identify the men 
anywhere. 

The police have their eyes on another man 
whom they think is the other robber described 
by Mr. Murdock. 

MR. MURDOCK TALKS. 

Mr. Murdock will leave for Chicago this 
morning at 11 o’clock. 

Last night he said to a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter: 

“T would like to have you correct the er- 
roneous impression that has gone out about 
this affair. I don’t want to leave here with 
any such unjust suspicion resting on me, and 
further, I do not intend to resta moment 
until the men who so _ villainously 
assaulted and robbed me are brought to justice. 
I have done all I was able to do so far, but 
owing to my feeble condition, I could not get 
about much. 

*‘In the afternoon paper I noticed statenents 
which do me grave injustice. I will have to 
stand the loss of the money, not the company, 
and so fur as _ this thing being a 
blind to shield the company or 
getting Ground meeting our expenses, 
that is all nonsense. Why, we've been mak- 
ing money right along, and only in Savannah 
we declareda good dividend. Then again, do 
youthink I’d put myself up to be mashed like 
this, to keep @ company that I have no inter- 
est in from paying a week’s salary roll? Not 
much. 

AN EASY ROBBERY TO COMMIT. 

“They say it is impossible for two men to get 
intoa hotel and commit such a robbery as 
this. Why, it is one of the easiest things in 
the worid. A dozen people could comein this 
or any other hotel, go to any room and 
do what they pleased, aimost, 
and then get out again without anybody know- 
ing they had been in the building. 

‘‘And as to the table not being turned over 
and no marks of a struggle in the room, any- 
body, the police and Mr. Scoville, will tell vou 
that the table was turned over, a chair broken, 
and the most decided indication of thestruggie 
that took place. Those who heard me,say 1 did 
not cry out for help, but uttered a sort of 
spasinodic scream. You see one man had me 
by the throat, and the other was beating me 
over the head, until, between choking and 
beating, I became unconsciouns.”’ 


LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
As to the Branch Colleges. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: The refusal of the house 
to appropriate the small sum asked for the main- 
tenance of the branch colleges was a sore disap- 
pointment tothe friends of progressive educa- 
tion, both in and out of the state. Why? 

In a recent article, widely read and approved, 
ex-President White, of Cornell university, con- 
tends that the mode] educational system for 
America would be: First, well equipped public 
Schoo!s; second, colleges, *‘simon-pure” colleges 
that draw their freshmen directly from the high- 
est grude of the public school, offer thorough col- 
lege training, and nothing but college training; 
third, a few universities that are universities in 
every sense, to: furnish aj] higher, technical or 
proiessional training to those graduates of the 
colleges who want it or can afford it. 

This very system was also outlined by Thomas 
Jefferson when he was preparing for the founding 
of the University of Virginia. President White 
thinks that America will eventually evolve this 
system from processes already ut work. 

Now, i8 it not strange that Georgia, though 
herself hardly conscious of it, has been building 
away at this ideal plan as authorized by these two 
thinkers? 

Suime years ago the state adjusted herself to the 
public school, and the presemt legislature wins 
nothing but applause for increasing its tunds. The 
university that Dr. Boggs is laboring so hard to 
elevate to the plane of the ideal university, has for 
years been doing a grand work. Butthere was a 
gap between these two. A few years ago the 
branch colleges were created, almost at random, 
but most happily have some of them been filling 
the gap between the twu older creations. The ideal 
system is fairly started. 

Progress in education, then, demands that, so 
far from cutting out this connecting link,it should 
be strengthened in every way possible. Let not 
Georgia so backward. To keep step with the in- 
creased efficiency that an increased appropriation 
will give the free schools, and to provide for their 
graduates, foster the branch colleges; increase 
their number if necessary, broaden th ir courses 
of study, and make them model colleges. Then 
give the university all that the thoroughly equip- 

ed university should have, and Georgia, at very 
ittle added expense, may have the best edaca- 
tional system in America. Cannot the senate inan- 
age it?

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SHOT TO KILL. 


A Negro Hit Three Times at Close Range 
But Still Not Fatally Wounded. 

A dilapidated negro, named Taylor Mat- 
thews, shambled into the office of Clerk 
Fuller, of the United States circuit court, 
Tuesday evening and dropped into the corner 
of a sofa, where he sat huddled upas though 
he were trying to shrink out of sight of an im- 
aginary enemy. 

‘What's the matter with you, Taylor?” 
asked Mr. Fuller? 

‘*]’se all shot to pieces, boss,’”” answered the 
negro, with a groan. 

‘‘Let me see where you’re shot,” said Mr. 
Fuller. 

The negro arose and came forward. Through 
his left vest_pocket was a bullet hole, and the 
same thing was found in the back of his coat 
in two places near the shoulders. 

‘‘Dey shot me free times,’’ he said; ‘“‘twice 
in de back and once in de stummack. QO, 
Lordy! Lordy! I’se a dead man, sho!’ and he 
dropped back on the couch. 

A physician was sent for. He came and ex- 
amined the wounded man. In the abdomen 
only a slight bruise was found, the bullet hav- 
ing been arrested in its course by a tin matcn- 
box which the negro carried in his pocket. In 
each shoulder a bullet had entered, but so 
deep as to require an operation to remove 
them. 

‘‘There’s nothing 
stomach, old man,’’ said the doctor. 
buliet never touched it.”’ 

“Oh, I’se all right, den,” said the negro, 
joyfully; ‘‘I can stan’ de bullets in my back.” 

‘‘But you don’t want any lead porridge in 
your bread basket, eh, Taylor?’”’ said Colonel 
Hamilton. 

“No, sah,”* I don’t want nuftin of dat sort 
foolin’ aroun’ my stummack,”’ said Matthews, 
as he shamble out again. 

Monday Matthews had been sent out by the 
revenue ojticers to “locate” a blind tigera 
few miles from Atlanta. When near the 
point where the tiger was “growling,’’ the 
negro was fired on by some unknown person 
who thought Matthews was spying on him. 

When the shot was fired that strack 
Matthews’s vest pocket, the men were not 
over six feet apart. The negro then turned 
and ran and received the two shoulder 
wounds. Itisnot known who did the shoot- 
ing.

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The Georgia Legislature. 
From The Greensboro, Ga., Herald-Journal, 

The legislature now in sessionis one of the 
most active and business-like bodies which has 
assembled in years. Composed largely of farmers, 
who are in close touch with the needs of the peo- 
ple, the record of bills introduced and the dispo- 
sition made of themexhibits a knowiedge of ithe 
masses and a business energy that is highly 
commendable. 

It has now been in session buta few more than 
thirty days, but in that time it shows a larger 
amount of bills introduced and a greater amount 
of business transacted thanany similar body for 
many years. To be added to the general good 
record is the fact that every day has been a work- 
ing day except Sunday. There his been no ad- 
journment on Saturday as has been so frequently 
the case, but from Monday morning until Satur- 
day evening the body has been hard at work and 
has rapidly disposed of the matters before them. 

In the volume of business which they have had 
for consideration have been matters of grave ma- 
terial importance to the state,and while numerous 
local bills have been introduced, the general work 
of the body has bien prodigious. It is not pos- 
sible, however, for the legislature to compiete its 
work within the constitutional limit, and we do 
not believe any body of representatives will ever 
succeed on that line so lougas the present law, 
filling uy their time with local bills, stands un- 
changed. But, while this is true, the present lege 
islature unquestionably deserves the commenda- 
tion of the people for the faithiul and constant 
manner in which they have discharged their obli- 
gations. It is a working body, and its record isto 
be praised. 

In this connection it must be stated that the 
rapidity with which matters have been de: patched 
in Loth houses is due, in no Smail degree tg the 
excellent management of the presiding officers. 
President Mitchell, of the senate, and Speaker 
Howell, of the house, have made excelent officers, 
and the business of the legislature has veen greatly 
expedited by them. They are entithd to, and 
should receive, the commendation of the people.
